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The population of McGill stu- 
dents giving French as their mo- 
ther tongue has increased slight- 
ly this year again by about 17.. 
By the detailed figures, the Erench

It's due prima rly to a high ra- 
tio; of French students in Agr.Sc. 
major (3:1), which is the most nu- 
merous one, and also in Agr.Eng. 
major (4:3). 

However in Food Science and 
Diploma Program the students who 
give English as their mother ton- 
gue lead in number with higher 
ratio which are (4:1) and (3:2)

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A REFERENDUM 
IN STE-ANNE 

By-Law 399 of Ste-Anne de 
Bellevue states that the deve- 
lopers of the proposed commercial 
complex ( to include a brasserie 
for 188, a reception hall for 300 
marina and office building) on 
hte corners of Ste-Anne St and 
Kent Ave will be given spe- 
cial zoning privileges ( parking 
truck unloading, boundaries) to 
enable them to realize their pro- 
ject • If this by-law were to 
passed, it would mean the des- 
truction of the only undeveloped 
waterfront property in Ste- 
Anne, of one of the three boat 
ramps ( formerly ferry slips), 
and possibly of the 75 year old 
Deslauriers home. 

The town planner's pro- 
posal of creating a park from 
the waterfront lot and of reno- 
vating the Deslaurier house for 
use as a cultural center and 
library, is a sound one and 
an exiting one. It would mean 
that the charm and the character 
of Ste-Anne would be enhanced 
rather than lessened. A group 
of citizenj living in the affected 
area advocate that the town 
planner's plan of Vieux Ste- 
Anne be followed, concerning the- 
se two lots.

The quest ion any student is entitled to 
ask himself is: Do we net are fair share out 
of these monies, or are we simp 1 y 
accumulating funds for future generations of 
students? If some kind of securities 
(investments) are a nice thing to have on 
hand, the purpose of continuous! y 
accumulating and reinvesting monies is 
certainly not obvious. 

The causes to such a situation are 
probably numerous, but certainly not all 
transparent. One of them, for example, is 
that/ last years council was operatinq 
without any budget. thus making finance 
committee members very carefu 1 about fund 
allocation to organisations. This may seem 
hard to justify, and it is, but we cannot 
come back on east errors. This years 
executive; with the auditors' report in hand 
and a more conscious treasurer in plac e i s 
better ecruipned to r^p 1 with f ^ ri riMU Aurff" 
But that is certainly not a ouarantee of 
better management . 



While the executives' primary, and most 
important A 6h, is to administer the student 
funds in 'such a way that encourages the 
ersity and quantity of student activities 
to ensure that the student community 
get the most cut of it's budget; a 
different attitude often creeps in with the 
weight of responsibility. The trend is to 
try and spend as little as possible on each 
activity and to net as much revenu as 
possible from students and other sources. 
This ^eads to situations as ridiculous as 
when the photography club was first asked to 
charge a member-ship fee or when council 
members and activity chairmen have to oay 
for doorkeys out of there own pockets.

All these factors contribute greatly to 
the situation and are mainly technical 
problems. Solutions and improvements could 
easily be devised givin the political will 
and determination. 

It is certainly more productive to 
spend $1000 of which $200 is relativly 
unsuccessful than not to spend the money at 
a 1 1 . Pig h t no w , many tasks and 
opportunities are just waiting for the right 
decision (almost half the c.c. is either in 
"^^^apr'nr sii^ph/ not used) and though our 
elected officials have indicated some will 
to get different projects off the ground, 
decision-making seems to be a slow process. 

Tc conclude, it is up to the students 
and organizations to put the pressure on 
council" to ensure that the ressources are 
well managed and distributed.

TOXICITY issue... a too short answers 



Food~ additive remain a bur- 
ning issue, as much in the indus- 
try, the public and in consumer 
groups. Each have different vi- 
sions and different attitudes to- 
wards what has become a constant 
in current food technology. Mo- 
nique St-Hilaire, of the health 
protection branch of the departe- 
ment of health and welfare, tried 
to clarify certain general terms 
used in reference to food additi- 
ves. The first hour of her two 
hour workshop was given last no- 
vember the thirteenth. 

She indicated by examples 
of processed foods, that food 
additives are not present in all 
foods, and their amounts, regu- 
lated in the "Food chemical co- 
dex", will determine in some ca- 
ses their specific effect. Ni- 
trites used, for example, as a 
preservative will be present in 
a different concentration than 
if it used as a meat coloring 
agent in processed meats * Hen- 
ce the double function someti- 
mes given to additives. 



Explicit terms formulated 
in the food and drugs act were 
also defined: the term "good 
manufacturing practice" refers 
to the amount of additives in 
a food that reveals the desi- 
red technological effect. Such 
wide guidelines are apparently 
made necessary by the wide ran- 
ge of use of different additives, 
many of which are auto-limiting, 
meaning that in excess, it will 
undoubtedly affect the quality 
of the food. 

The toxicity issue found 
a too short answer because of 
time limitation. It found an 
incomplete explanation in the 
aphorism "the dose makes the 
poison". Technically, toxici- 
ty is expressed as ADI (accep- 
table daily intake, which is 
defined as the level of sub- 
stance in mg/kg of body weight 
which when digested over a li- 
fetime would not pose a hazard 
to man,) Consequently, an abso- 
lute level of safety equals 
zero dosage, and additive, a 
regulated and calculate risk.

The " student's steak 11 
(usually called peanut butter) 
changed its name last weeks 
for "presidential steak 11 . Yes 
The drought, last summer in U.S, 
decreased tremendously the yielc 
of that legume. One summer was 
sufficient to turn peanut into 
black gold; at $2.69 a pound 
at the Quai, $2.02 a pound at 
the coop and Kraft soon, or if 
not already, will follow that 
movement .

The basic of that pate is beans. 
There are thousand recipes. .You 
need beans, some vegetables and 
Imagination. Beans can be soya, 
garbanzo, red kidney, black-eye 
peas, and iforgot many. The 
first step is to soak your beans 
for 6 to 8 hours but do not soal 
lentils and split peas; second 
you cock them very tender about 
2 to 3 hours for soya and chick 
peas and 45 minutes for red kidr 
and small beans; third you mash 
them or put into a blender; fort 
you add oinions, grated carrots i 
garlic, tomato paste, celery, 

fine herbs, salt grated 

cheese. You can keep it in the 
refrigirator up to ten days or 
you can make a family recipe anc 
freeze some.

If you buy your ingredients at 
the quai it would cost around 
2.40 and at the coop food markei 
around$ 1.50.
